Further gains ranging to arounc 
$2 a share in leading issues 
brought stocks generally almost 
back to the levels from which the 
September decline began when war 
fear took hold of world money 
centers. 

The four day recovery represent¬ 
ed billions of dollars in quoted 
stock and bond values. Additional 
wide gains were registered In for¬ 
eign dollar bonds, among the hard¬ 
est hit during the war fright. 

Behind the buying, it appeared 
was a revival of hope for the con¬ 
tinuation of business recovery in 
the United States, which recently 
showed signs of wavering after 
two months of rising industrial 
operations.

WASHINGTON. (A’l—An end 
to Spain’s bloody civil war. usual¬ 
ly W'ell-informed persons said to¬ 
day, may be the next goal of the 
quartet of Europeon powers which 
worked out a solution for two 
Czech-German crisis. 

In responsible quarters there 
was some expectation that the 
powers — England, Germany, 
Italy and France—would seek to 
impose a peace in Spain in some¬ 
what the same manner that they 
dictated terms to Czechoslovakia. 

Informed persons here feel that 
Premier Mussolini may initiate the 
move for a settlement. Already 
there have been reports that he 
intends to withdraw his troops. 
It Is believed that he possibly 
desires to end the war because 
its continuance prevents his ac¬ 
cord with Great Britain, reached 
last spring, from going into ef¬ 
fect. 

Joint action by the "big four” 
would save Mussolini the embar¬ 
rassment of voluntarily abandon¬ 
ing General Franco and would be 
another proof of the efficacy of 
four power collaboration in Eu¬ 
rope. 

’The conception of this collabor¬ 
ation was Mussolini’s traceable to 
his four power pact proposed to 
Britain, Germany and France in 
the spring of 1933 and signed by 
them but never placed in effect, 
owing to France’s reluctance. 

Competent observers believe the 
pour powers might effect a com¬ 
promise settlement but they ad¬ 
mit that would be a difficult task. 

They regard it as more logical 
that the powers would sanction a 
complete withdrawal of volun¬ 
teers, after which the Spanish 
government forces probably would 
win. 

Authoritative dispatches reach¬ 
ing here indicate that the two 
war-weary Spanish factions are in 
for a long stalemate and the con¬ 
flict may well go on more than 
a year unless decided action is 
taken to end it. It has already 
been raging two and a quarter 
years.

sibility at the trial. 

SPEED ASKED 

Harden, recently resigned as 
superior judge in San Diego coun¬ 
ty, urged Frank C. Drumm and 
J. B. Tucker, Jackson’s counsel, to 
"make a clean breast of all the 
facts” and confine trial of the 
case to issues of law, especially 
because Drumm insisted on speed 
in getting to trial because Jackson 
must stand for election in 
November. 

Hervey charged that “your 
(Judge Drumm’s) haste is an at¬ 
tempt to hamper us—perhaps you 
are afraid that we might pick up 
some other evidence besides what 
the defendant is going to let us 
have: we may want some other 
records, too, and we’d like to 
have a little interval between this 
deposition hearing and the trial.” 
TO THINK IT OVER 

"What do we care about the 
election?” asked Harden. "If this 
suit reflects on the sheriff, it re¬ 
flects on him. I don’t know of 
any law that justifies our being 
crowded just because he has to 
face an election.” 

Drumm finally agreed he would 
"think about” the county’s pro¬ 
posal that all the records and 
profits be agreed on in advance, 
so attorney.^ merely would argue 
whether or not the county is en¬ 
titled to a refund from Jack.son’s 
alleged gains. 

HOURS OF ARGUMENT 

The deposiiton hearing began 
shortly after 10 a. m,, but it was 
after 2 p. m., before Jackson an¬ 
swered more than one question. 
The rest of the time was taken 
with legal arguments over whether 
or not he should be required to 
answer a question: 

"What were your expenses for 
feeding prisoners in the county 
jail between Jan. 1, 1931 and June

sheriff.) 

“I do not recall what they were, 
gentlemen,” was Jackson’s an¬ 
swer. "It was almost eight years 
ago . . .” 

BILLS THROWN AWAY 

"Do you have books or records 
which would show that?” asked 
Hervey. 

"I don’t believe so, Mr. Hervey.” 

"Did you at that time keep 
records?” 

. "I would receive the bills and 
pay them: that’s what I did.” 

"What became of those bills? ’ 

"I threw them away, I guess, 
several years ago.” 

"When?” 

"From time to time, I guess. 

. . . I do have records for 1935, 
1936, 1937 and up to now—the 
state income tax went into effect 
in 1935 ...” 

RECORDS SINCE ’31 

Jackson said he had income ta.x 
records for 1931, 1932, 1933 and ! 
1934, but that they were federal 
returns and covered only a part¬ 
nership in his ranch operations, 
since the federal government re¬ 
quires no income tax returns from 
public officers as such.

The sheriff denied conducting 
personally or profiting from the 
jail canteen, saying if a profit was 
made it probably was made by 
Jailer Theo.

(A») — Ship 
owners and longshoremen went to 
their jobs today under a brand 
new contract, formally signed yes¬ 
terday amid general predictions of 
a peaceful year ahead for Pacific 
coast chipping. 

Chief hope of smooth sailing 
ahead lay in the machinery set up 
for arbitration of all disputes, and 
mutual pledges for "strict ob.serv- 
ance” of the contract’s terms. 
There are not changes in wages, 
hours or working conditions. 

Almon E. Roth, president of the 
waterfront employers association, 
predicted the new contract would 
mean “the death knell of quickie 
strikes on this coast.” 

Harry Bridges, west coast CIO 
director and leader in the negotia¬ 
tions for the International Long¬ 
shoremen’s and Warehousemen’s 
union, pointed out the agreement 
was reiterated ”by the largest 
majority In the history of the 
union.” 

Under the new terms, union 
leaders publicly stated their un¬ 
derstanding that the labor rela¬ 
tions committee will have full 
power to penalize individual long¬ 
shoremen—or employes—who vio¬ 
late the contract, even to the ex¬ 
tent of permanently suspending 
union men from the registered list. 

Should the committee fall to 
agree, then an arbitrator will be 
called in. 

Roth said both parties to the 
contract joined in requesting the 
secretary of labor to appoint one 
arbitrator for the west coast, with 
four others In key port cities, 
Portland, Seattle, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles.

Railmen^s Spokesman Hits Salary Rise for Bankrupt Roads^ Executives 


LINES, BROKE, 
RAISE PAY OF 
BOSSES, CLAIM 

WASHINGTON. (.W—A railroad 
brotherhood spokesman said today 
the 15 per cent wage reduction 
asked by carriers was "the most 
untimely demand in history.” 

Tom Davis, counsel for the I 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train¬ 
men, opened the second day’s hear¬ 
ing of President Roosevelt’s emer¬ 
gency board, with that statement. 

"Railroad labor is not responsi¬ 
ble for this emergency,’’ Davis 
boomed, in discussing the pro¬ 
posed strike of rail workers ap¬ 
proved by nearly 1,000,000 of their 
number. 

’The strike was voted after the 
railroads ordered the 15 per cent 
wage cut, effective today. 'The 
board is trying to avert the strike. 

Pointing to a row of railroad 
presidents and executives who 
crowded one side of the room, 
Davis wearing a frock coat and 
his gray hair long, charged that 
management "and railroad bank¬ 
ers,” caused the present situation. 

“The insincerity of the railroads 
in their effort to force a wage 
cut on their workers cannot but 
be apparent by their action,” 
Davis declared. 

"They contend that they are not 
able to pay interest on their hor ' 
that they are not able to pay 
dividends on their stock, yct ..j 
have the fact staring u-e in the 
face that railroad after railroad, 
some of them in bankruptcy and 
some of them not, have increased 
the salaries of their officials and 
lawyers from five and one-half 
per cent to 105 per cent during 
the past two years. 

"One of the most glaring ex¬ 
amples of inconsistency and bad 
faith is found in the record of the 
Chicago & Northwestern which is 
today in the hands of a receiver. 
In 1935 this bankrupt road had 
16 officers receiving $10,000 or 
more per year, with a total salary 
of $270,000. 

“Still in bankruptcy, still claim¬ 
ing it cannot meet ’operating ex¬ 
penses,’ still willing to pauperize 
its workers, it had increased the 
number of officers receiving $10,- 
000 or more per year in 1935 from 
16 to 32 in 1937 and paid them 
$531,720." 

Davis added that the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad recently had in¬ 
creased its president's salary $40,- 
000 a year. 

He said the wage cut "is against 
public policy of this nation and 
this administration.” 

He quoted President Hoover, 
Alfred E. Smith and Ernest T. 
Weir, steel executive, among 
others as opposed to wage re¬ 
ductions. 

“A wage cut will throw this 
country into an economic tale- 
spin," the brotherhood lawyer

Increased water rates went Into 
effect in Santa Ana today. 

A new ordinance adopted by the 
Santa Ana city council Monday 
night raised the water rates on 
a graduated scale by providing 
that the minimum on each meter 
be increased 25 cents, plus a five 
cent increase on each 100 cubic 
feet of water used. 

The ordinance will be effect 
until July 1, 1939, a period of 
nine months. 

Purpose is to raise $50,000 for 
Santa Ana’s share of the repair 
work on the flood-damaged outfall 
sewer line, which carries sewage 
from county cities into the ocean. 

Here are the minimum rates 
under the new ordinance: For each 
% or % inch service, $1.25 per 
month; for each one inch service, 
$1.55; l*/4 inch service, $2.80; two 
inch service, $4.05; three inch 
service, $5.95; four inch service, 
$9.05; and six inch service, $12.15 
per month. 

In addition to the minimum base 
rates, the ordinance sets the fol¬ 
lowing amounts for water used: 
The first 1000 cubic feet or less 
in any one month, 5 cents per 
100 feet; the next 300 cubic feet, 
15 cents per lOO feet; next 31,000 
feet, 13 cents per 100 feet; and 
all over 25,000 cubic feet, 12 cents 
per 100 feet. 

First bills under the new rate 
will be sent out to water users 
Nov. 1, it was announced by City 
Water Superintendent Hugh 
Neighbour.

“Head, Heart, Hands and 
Health.” 

Under that banner are enrolled 
nearly 300 boys and girls In Or¬ 
ange county, and nearly a million 
throughout the United States. It’s 
the 4-H, largest rural organization 
in the world. 

* * * 

Every boy and girl who is a 
member of a 4-H club must con¬ 
duct an agricultural project of 
sufficient size to be applied to ac¬ 
tual conditions; the project must 
be capable of large enough finan¬ 
cial return to compensate them for 
their efforts. 

• « • 

Each club member must own his 
or her own project—and they must 
do their own work. They get 
advice, of course, from their par¬ 
ents and bulletins from the farm 
advisors office. 

* * * 

There are 14 clubs for boys and 
8 clubs for girls, the latter called 
home economic clubs. There are 
some 196 boys, 119 girls enrolled, 
ranging in age from 10 to 20 years. 
Clubs are located in virtually every 
community; membership of each 
club averages about 15. 

« « * 

This year 56 of the boys are 
raising crops as their 4-H proj¬ 
ects. Most of them rent land from 
their fathers, cultivate it them¬ 
selves and harvest their own crop. 
Acreages range from one-tenth 
acre to 10 acres. Com, barley, 
sweat peas, Irish potatoes, general 
gardens, commercial gardens, 
ground improvement around the 
home, citrus nursery, avocado 
nursery, berries, and forestry 
trees are included in the crop proj¬ 
ects. 

4 * * 

Livestock raising, however, con¬ 
stitutes the bulk of the boys’ proj¬ 
ects. There are 137 4-H boys in 
the country who this year are 
raising animals of one type or 
another. Forty-four are raising 
rabbits, 27 are raising swine. 
Other projects are sheep, dairy 
calves, bees, poultry, turkeys, 
ducks, and pigeons.

Projects must have a marketable 
value, and for that reason 4-H 
members can’t have canary birds, 
dogs, or pets for their projects. 

• * • 

Girls in the home demonstration 
4-H clubs also have useful proj¬ 
ects, such as sewing and making 
of ai^icles for the home.

If you think those projects are 
a waste of time, here’s some fig- 
tures; total value of projects during 
1937 was $10,441. Total cost to 
the Individual 4-H club members 
was $5513 and the net profit was 
$4928.

For the first time in years, resi¬ 
dents of inland cities of Orange 
county are slapping and fighting 
a record horde of mosquitoes. 

Mosquitoes this year have ex¬ 
tended their field of operations all 
the way from the ocean to inland 
cities of Santa Ana, Orange, and 
Tustin. 

Residents here—unused to the 
presence of the Insects—daily are 
telephoning the health department, 
asking that something be done. 
Complaints began pouring in about 
10 days ago. Few complaints, 
however, have been received from 
the coast cities, indicating resi¬ 
dents there are more used to such 
trouble. 

Dr. K. H. Sutherland, county 
I health officer, explained today it 
is too late in the season to start 
a comprehensive mosquito control 
program because the mosquitoes 
have already been hatched. Such 
a program, he said, pjust be 
started early in the summer to 
prevent eggs from hatching. 

Sutherland pointed out that vir¬ 
tually all that can be done now, 
other than wait for cool weather, 
is for householders to get rid of 
standing water on the premises, 
remove tin cans, buckets, barrels, 
or other receptables that will hold 
water. The health deparmtent is

The 4-H movement began in 
order to provide opportunities for 
leadership and social life that 
youth in rural communities do not 
usually enjoy.

He said one of the factors favor¬ 
ing the record batch of mosquitoes 
this year was the prolonged hot 
spell. Another possible factor is 
the sewage water flowing down 
the Santa Ana river. 

Along a stretch of the river 
a mile north of Victoria street, 
Costa Mesa, the flow of sewage 
water is slow, giving an opportu¬ 
nity for mosquitoes to breed, Suth¬ 
erland said. Whether those fac¬ 
tor's account for the entire supply 
is uncertain, he pointed out. 

A comprehensive program for 
the control of mosquitoes would 
require formation of a mosquito 
abatement district, as provided by 
law. Dr. Sutherland said. Four 
attempts have been made to form 
such districts in Southern Orange 
county during the past 12 years. 

Dr. Sutherland pointed out that 
Orange county’s mosquitoes are 
not disease carriers.

Church of the Brethren 

Ross and Camille 


By A. O. BRUBAKER, Pastor 

The organization now known as 
the Church of the Brethren was 
founded at Schwarzenau, Germany, 
in 1708 by Alexander Mack. 

Persecutions by the state re¬ 
sulted in most of the membership 
seeking refuge in America, the 
first group of members coming 
in 1719. A few years later others 
came, led by Mack. All settled 
near Philadelphia. Pa., the mother 
church being at Germantown. 

To this day Pennsylvania is the 
stronghold of the Brethren people. 
However the Brethren joined in 
the westward movement of the 
American people and finally 
reached the Pacific coast where 
they began to establish churches 
over 50 years ago. 

There were three great prin¬ 
ciples upon which Alexander Mack 
founded the church. 

First, "The New Testament as 
our rule of faith and practice.” 
No creed was written—our loyalty 
is not to a creed which is static, 
but to a continuous and progres¬ 
sive understanding of the truth. 

Second, "The Ordinances as a 
means of grace." Our church is 
rich in symbolism. These symbols 
express principles which are vital 
to Christian living and we believe 
their observance reaily helps to¬ 
ward the embodiment of these 
principles in life. 

Third, "There shall be no force 
in religion.” This doctrine of 
peace meant three things. It was 
opposed to war,—the whole spirit 
of war is against everything for 
which Jesus stands. It also meant 
no litigation in the courts. And 
then, too, it meant there was to 
be no compulsion in religion, hence 
no one should be compelled by 
force from without to fit into any 
ecclesiastical system to which his 
conscience objected. 

There are other Ideals also 
wliich have been vital in the life 
of the church. The Simple iLife 
has been characteristic of the 
member of the Church of the 
Brethren; not as ascetics,- but in 
the belief that lu.xury and world- 
linesfi hinder the spiritual life. 
They believe in Temperance in all 
the relationships of life, and ab- 
stinance from alcoholic liquors, to¬ 
bacco, and other narcotics. 

They believe in Brotherhood. At 
Schwarzenau they called them¬ 
selves “Brethren.” "The outside 
world called them 'die Taufer," the 
Baptists, or the Tunkers, from 
which the Anglicized word ‘Dunk- 
ers’ comes. But the group called 
themselves ’Brethren’; it was the 
Church of the Brethren." 

As a church we are not per¬ 
fect; and being deeply conscious 
of our shortcomings makes us 
strive all the more earnestly to¬ 
ward realizing our ideals. We be¬ 
lieve that the fundamental task 
of the Christian church is one, 
therefore we purpose to work with 
other communions in the accom¬ 
plishment of our common task. 

The Santa Ana Church of the 
Brethren was organized March 13, 
1904, with 24 members. Their 
house of worship was located at 
First and Lacy streets. As was 
the custom in the earlier history 
of the church they were -served by 
a free ministry. In 1923 steps 
were taken toward the building 
of a new church hou.se. A new 
site was secured and the present 
building was erected and dedicated 
in 1924. 

With the completion of the new 
building a more aggressive pro¬ 
gram was decided upon and Rev. 
George Hylton, a former mi.ssion- 
ary to China was .secured to take 
charge of the work as pastor. 
Other pastors who have served 
the church are O. V. Long Roy 
Hylton. Edgar Rothrock, ’ Fred 
Flora, and Herman Landis. Rev. 
Landis and his wife decided to 
take up missionary work at Ni¬ 
geria, Africa and resigned from 
the pastorate at the beginning of 
the year. The present pastor, A.

“This labor relations initiative," 
Tway told the group, "has not 
been hastily drawn. It is the re¬ 
sult of long study and careful pre¬ 
paration. It embodies the sincere 
desire of business, industry, agri¬ 
culture and the general public, 
to obtain justice for employer and 
employe. It is designed, above 
all. to outlaw current abuses of 
power, and to promote the peaceful 
settlement of legitimate disputes 
between employer and employe. 

"This is a measure which af¬ 
firms the principle of collective 
bargaining and the right to strike 
and at the same time protects 
employes from coercion and intim¬ 
idation from any source. To the 
general public it assures the free 
and lawful use of streets, high¬ 
ways and wharves for the move¬ 
ment of all commodities. Picket¬ 
ing is not prohibited, but is re¬ 
stricted to prevent abuses which 
have become intolerable. 

"The measure also would pro¬ 
tect the general public from coer¬ 
cion and intimidation by violence 
or other overt acts. Sit-down 
strikes would be specifically pro¬ 
hibited. 

"After all, it is the consumer, the 
general public, that is forced to 
pay for the terrific losses which 
occur when disastrous labor dis¬ 
putes are prolonged by intermin¬ 
able bickerings, the use of force 
and oftentimes unlawful pro¬ 
cedures.”

Five Shutouts Featured *05 World Series; 

Christy Mothewson Hurled Three of Them

(Ed.’s Note: This is the first 
of six articles on World Series 
history.) 

Matty’s three superlative shut¬ 
outs against the Athletics in 1905, 
the senational uprising of the 
White Sox “Hitless Wonders” the 
following fall and the Chicago 
Cubs’ two-year sweep over De¬ 
troit in 1907-08 featured the early 
history of baseball’s autumnal 
classic, the World Series. 

John McGraw and Connie Mack, 
figures whose names are indel¬ 
ibly etched in the game’s Hall of 
Fame, were rivals in 1905 when 
the first of the uninterrupted fall 
contests were played. The Boston 
Red Sox had beaten Pittsburgh 
5-3 in the 1903 Inaugural. The 
series between the then youthful 
managers, McGraw of the New 
York Giants and Mack of the 
Philadelphia Athletics, stands 
unique through the years in that 

each of the five games was a 

shutout. 

McGraw had a strong team 
built around Christy Mathewson, 
greatest righthander of his era, 
and “Iron Man” McGinnity. The 
A’s countered with Eddie Plank, 
the Carl Hubbell of that genera¬ 
tion, and “Chief” Bender. New 
York won, four games to one. 

• « • 

Matty shut out the A’s in each 

of his three pitching assignments, 
a record that has withstood all 
challenge, McGinnity won another 
Giant triumph. Bender, now tied 
with Waite Hoyt for most Series 
victories with six, blanked New 
York for the A’s only victory. 

The Chicago Cubs under F’rank 
Chance, the “Peerless Leader,” in¬ 
troduced strategy into baseball in 
1906 and were National league 
leaders with their famous “Joe 
Tinker-to-Johnny Evers-to-Frank 
Chance” infield combination. 
With Mordecal (Three-Fingered) 
Brown heading the pitching corps, 
the Cubs won 116 games, still a 
major league record, and were fig¬ 
ured far too strong for the Chi¬ 
cago White Sox, But the “Hitless 
Wonders,” so-called because of 
their ability to win games on few 
hits, pulled a startling upset by 
whipping the Cubs 4-2. 

One of the Cubs’ triumphs came 
on a one-hit pitching performance 
by Edward Ruelbach, the only one 
in Series records. 

Chance took almost the same

next two seasons from a Detroit 
team boasting such sluggers as Ty 
Cobb and “Wahoo” Sam Craw¬ 
ford. After the first game of 
1907 had ended in a 3-3 tie, the 
Cubs won four straight as the 
Tigers made only three runs in 
the four games. 

YOU’LL BE5IEMBEK THIS 
The Cubs won from Detroit 4-1 
in 1908, but it was only because of 
one of the most celebrated omis¬ 
sions in diamond lore that Chi¬ 
cago entered the classic. 

The Cubs and Giants met In 
what was to have been the decid¬ 
ing game of the National league 
season. The Giants had the win- 

team and won the Series for thening run on third base in the 


ninth inning and Fred Merkle was 
on first base. When the neces¬ 
sary hit came the runner scored 
but Merkle, seeking to dodge the 
crowd streaming down onto the 
field, turned off the base line and 
streaked for the clubhouse. 

Johnny Evers insisted the play 
had not been completed, got the 
ball and touched second and Um¬ 
pire Hank O’Day ruled Merkle out 
on a force. ’The game was re¬ 
played and the Cubs won. 

Detroit moved into the Series 
as the American league contender 
for the third straight time in 1909 
and again absorbed a defeat, this 
time by Pittsburgh, 4-3. Charles 
Adams won three games for the 
Pirates.

I EVERYDAY MOVIES

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And, What’s Next . . . ? 

The “big four” of Europe met in Munich and, when 
war seemed as certain as the arising of tomorrow’s sun, 
reached an agreement. 

Today the Germans are marching into Sudetenland, 
conquered without a battle. 

It was only a few months ago that the Germans 
marched into Austria. Soldiers of the dictator states 
have been fighting for two years in Spain. 

The Munich agreement is but a truce. Today war 
has been averted by handing to a dictator that which he 
demanded. But you can be assured that he has more 
demands—more and still more demands. He wants more 
power, more land, more soldiers, more ships. Sooner or 
later, with the bold assurance given by what he called 
the world’s finest army, he will force another war threat, 
and, perhaps, then there will be no Munich conference; 
perhaps no gifted Chamberlain thrice to fly to Germany 
to beg for peace. 

* * * 

Certainly the time has come for the statesmen of 
the world to take definite steps toward a lasting peace. 

Last summer Premier Mussolini invited President 
Roosevelt to take some such initiative based on the limi¬ 
tation of armaments. Leon Blum, then premier of France, 
seconded the suggestion. In Berlin, official foreign office 
spokesmen indicated that Germany would participate if 
other major powers would. And President Benes of Czech¬ 
oslovakia said he believed it v/ould be a good thing. 

Great Britain, however, was then dangerously weak. 
She was so far behind with her armaments that she re¬ 
alized she constantly courted just such humiliation as 
those which have befallen her lately in her foreign rela¬ 
tions. Hence, for the time being, she did not feel free 
to take part in a parley. 

Today, however, the situation has changed. True, 
Britain is still not quite up to par. But she is at least 
close enough to see daylight ahead. So if a world con¬ 
ference were called now to fix a limit on programs she 
probably would take another view. Indeed, there are in¬ 
creasing reasons to believe that Prime Minister Cham¬ 
berlain already has it in mind to press forward with a 
European appeasement plan. 

* .t * 

Pysrhologically and otherwise, therefore, we believe 
the major powers are fast approaching the moment when 
a new world peace move might succeed; when armaments 
might be limited on land, sea and in the air; when vexa¬ 
tious and often dangerous territorial, racial, economic, 
commercial and other problems might be ironed out in 
a way to inspire peoples everywhere with new hope. 

Into this general scheme, the international trade pro¬ 
gram of our own distinguished Secretary of State Cor¬ 
dell Hull would fit, still further bettering the chances 
for a lasting peace through better times. 

* * + 

Recently a great hue and cry has been raised in this 
country and abroad to “save democracy” by going to war 
—as if democracy could be saved by war. A new world 
war at this time would doom democracy, win or lose. Out 
of the shambles would rise either communism or fascism, 
or both, but no democracy. The only thing that can “save 
democracy” is peace, at home and abroad—a peace made 
durable by the spirit of live-and-let-live; trade, jobs, indi¬ 
vidual and national security and some sort of interna¬ 
tional understanding based on fair dealing. 

That is the opportunity ahead of President Roosevelt, 
if he will accept it. And it is the opportunity ahead of 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler and Premiers Chamberlain, Daladier, 
Mussolini and the other heads of government.

Once there was a colored boy 
matched to fight a white boy, and 
just before ring time the manager 
of the white boy stepped into the 
colored boy’s dressing room to 
search his bandages and pass the 
time of night.

The colored boy sat on the slab, 
swinging his legs, his bandaged 
hands in his lap, and listened re¬ 
spectfully until the white boy’s 
manager had said his piece. Then, 
as the visitor was leaving with a 
cheery “good luck!” the colored 
boy called him back. 

“Just one thing I want to ask,” 
he said. “I just want to ask what 
you think I’m goin’ to be doin’ 
while your boy doin’ all that— 
readin’ a book?” 

That saems a pertinent ques¬ 
tion in reply to the terrible pre¬ 
dictions of bombing and shelling 
against the allies in this next war 
with the Germans and possibly 
Italians. Whether it starts now or 
later. Because the last time they 
fought the British were still in 
the bow-and-arrow era of war¬ 
fare, with one machine gun to a 
battalion and a stubborn belief 
in the efficacy of shrapnel against 
concrete, which was about as use¬ 
ful as birdshot against battleships. 
They were paunchy and complac¬ 
ent, their civilians always had 
thought of the army as an off- 
the-street club for the lower class¬ 
es and drunken sons of the aris¬ 
tocracy, and it took them almost 
two years to adopt conscription 
fully. 

They undoubtedly are soft 
again in the military sense, ex¬ 
cept at sea, and their aviation and 
that of France, by all accounts, 
is very inferior to that of the 
Germans. But the British didn’t 
begin to fight that time until they 
had to come off the floor half a 
dozen times blowing blood off 
their lips, and they still have the 
same staying power, moral and 
physical, that they had in those 
days. 

While the Germans are bomb¬ 
ing London and Paris and Prague 
and the Italians and Germans are 
doing carnage and shattering cities 
in France what will the French 
and British and Czechoslovaks, 
and perhaps even the bashful 
Russians, be doing? Reading a 
book? 

What is there to bolster the as¬ 
sumption that a German or Ital¬ 
ian city cannot be blown lopsided 
by bomb.s from the air, that their 
people are more steady under pun¬ 
ishment in the civilian areas than 
the British, French and Czechs? 
Let it be admitted that the Brit¬ 
ish and French never did like air 
raids and that the Czechs, too, 
will bleed if cut and die if gassed 
or blown to tatters. Are there 
any people who do like to be 
bombed? Or who can take it any 
more staunchly than the British, in 
particular, took it during the 
moonlight raids on London when 
the doormen and bobbies at some 
of the London night clubs had to 
stand guard to prevent brash. If 
silly, young bucks in officers’ uni¬ 
form and their girl friends from 
dashing out into the streets to 
chance it as though the shrapnel 
from the guns and the bombs 
from the planes were nothing 
more than the gentle rain from 
heaven?

French Civilians Flee 
Vital Border Region

WASHINGTON — (Special) — 
French civilians evacuating or 
fleeing border districts near Ger¬ 
many in fear of imminent war are 
leaving a district whose mines and 
factories make it vital +0 French 
economy and national defense. 

Arms for France’s army as well 
as a tremendous variety of capital 
goods for all of France come from 
the region surrounding Metz, a 
busy river port 20 miles from the 
German frontier.

Science News

Fatigue is defined as weariness 
from over-exertion but many a 
time a person feels weary when he 
wakes in the morning alter a 
night’s rest. At least five things 
or conditions can make you feel 
weary besides hard work. 

One of these, according to Dr. 
F. L. Meredith, professor of hy¬ 
giene at Tufts college, is the pres¬ 
ence in the body of poisons other 
than those ol fatigue. Such poisons 
are those produced by bacteria. 
You know how tired you feel when 
you are “coming down” with a bad 
cold or some other germ-caused Ill¬ 
ness. 

(Chemical disorders other than 
those due to excessive fatigue may 
make you feel very weary. For 
example, if you are anemic, your 
body chemistry is upset by lack of 
iron and you feel tired all the 
time. 

! Cell changes other than those 
I due to excessive fatgue following 
I work may make you feel tired. 

I Failure to eat enough vitamins, 
minerals or protein foods may 
I cause a semi-starvation of the 
I body cells which In turn causes 
I changes in their condition that you 
I feel as fatigue. 

If your blood circulates slowly 
i you may feel weary because the 
body cells are not quickly equip¬ 
ped for action and respoi^ ii) the 
same sluggish fashion as when they 
have worked and are tired. 

Your weariness may be due to a 
state of mind, rather than to work. 
Being worried or simply bored 
may make you feel tired. On this 
point Dr. Meredith says: 

“Those who are not interested in 
what they are doing, or are trou¬ 
bled by anxiety and tears of va¬ 
rious sorts, are prone to note signs 
of fatigue too readily, and to in¬ 
terpret their lack of zeal for work 
as lack of fitness for work." 

Fun, excitement and competi¬ 
tion, on the other hand, not only 
keep you from noticing fatigue but 
may even keep fatigue poisons 
from accumulating rapidly.

The Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — To get an idei 
of what the Germans have in mine 
in Czechoslovakia, cast an eye ovei 
some of the latest economic report! 
from Austria. 

There German efficiency alread> 
has started to make cultural Vienne 
the Hamburg of southeast Europe 
Work has begun on the main canai 
connecting the Danube with the 
Rhine. This will give a watei 
route from the North sea to th« 
Black sea, will come near fulfilling 
Bismarck’s dream of a Mittel Eki- 
ropa extending from Berlin tc 
Bagdad. 

Simultaneously Hitler’s cohort! 
have begun work on two great hy¬ 
dro-electric projects, the Kaprur 
dam and the Traum dam, which 
will generate about 20 billior, 
horsepower for the industrializa¬ 
tion of Austrian factories. 

An even better picture is pre¬ 
sented in Spain, parts of whicl 
have been under nazi-fascist dom¬ 
ination for a longer period. Here 
German scientists have been mak¬ 
ing a minute study of Spanish sub- 
.soil minerals, while Italian and 
German forces have taken over the 
British-owned Rio Tinto mines and 
decreed that their pyrites be sold 
chiefly to Italy and Germany ra¬ 
ther than to England. 

Also the important British iron 
mines in the region of Bilbao no 
longer ship ore to Britain, but to 
speed the German and Italian re¬ 
armament program. Meanwhile 
the British rearmament program 
has been seriously retarded — all 
this despite the fact that Chamber- 
lain gave assurances to parliament 
that Franco was fighting for the 
British, would protect British in¬ 
terests in Spain. 

Meanwhile Germany has taken 
over a virtual monopoly of the 
Spanish airlines, is developing 
Spanish ports, and has started a 
large textile factory, Filiatures y 
Telidos Andaluses, which will com¬ 
pete with British-made textiles. 

Meanwhile, also, Italian imports 
of Spanish ore for rearmament 
have jumped from 33,000 tons in 
1936 to 180,000 tons in 1937, while 
imports of manganese have jump¬ 
ed from 23,000 to 75,000 tons. 

No wonder the Germans and 
Italians no longer talk about the 
need for colonies.

Stock Exchange Reforms 

’There is a very good reason why 
the securities and exchange com¬ 
mission has been holding up its re¬ 
port on the Richard Whitney em- 
oezzlement case. 

’Ihe commission is waiting to sec 
the “color” of those voluntary re¬ 
forms the New York stock ex¬ 
change promised to make. These 
have been in the works for several 
months now and the SEC has its 
fingers crossed imtil its commis¬ 
sioners see how far they go. 

The Whitney report is intended 
to be much more than a mere re¬ 
cital of evidence of Whitney’s lar¬ 
ceny. Depending on how thor¬ 
oughly the Wall street boys clean 
house first, the SEIC will also de¬ 
liver some potent blows for storl- 
exchange reform. 

Among other things it may dish 
the dirt on a certain imposing J. P 
Morgan partner w '.o played a very 
pious role in the Whitney affair. 
’The investigators’ report on him is 
sizzling. 

Note—Robert Hutchins, presi¬ 
dent of Chicago university, has to 


serve as one of the three “repre¬ 
sentatives of the public” on thr 
new stock exchange board of gov¬ 
ernors. 

What’s In A Name? 

A diplomat by any other name 
would smell as sweet! 

As you look over the names of 
Washington’s diplomats, you might 
think that Althaus is German (hr 
is Peruvian), that Boyd is Englisli 
(he is Panamanian), that Camp 
bell is Scotch (he is Chilean), that 
Weiser is German (he is French) 
or that Albertini is Italian (he is 
Cuban). 

Heavy Discount 

“If it ever got started at all, 
the scrip would inevitably go to 
a heavy discount. No one would 
be willing to honor scrip bills at 
full face value which, besides 
costing a 2-cent tax every week, 
would outnumber real dollar 
bills five to one. 

“Inevitably large groups of 
the population would refuse to 
accept the scrip in the first 
place, particularly as there is 
already great opposition to the 
plan. 

"The small merchant who 
might be most likely to take it 
off the hands of the ‘pensioners’ 
would soon find that they gave 
away their merchandise for 
pieces of paper with which they 
could not replenish their .stocks. 
They would thus be the first left 
holding the bag. 

“There might be some whole¬ 
salers who had taken tht scrip 
from retailers, and who would 
now find they could not use it 
to pay their suppliers. And there 
might also be manufacturers 
who, after having taken it gff 
the hands of wholesalers now 
found that workers objected to 
accepting it in the payrolls. 

“While the .scrip would thus 
pile up with store keepers, 
wholesalers, manufacturers and 
others, the ‘pensioners’ would be 
given $30 worth of new scrip 
bills every Thursday morning. 
’They would try to work it off 
on the merchants, the gas sta¬ 
tions, the landlords, and each 
one of these, already having 
more scrip on hand than they 
could get rid of, would be un¬ 
willing to take more. And so 
on until the whole plan col¬ 
lapsed. 

“We do need to solve our 
money problem. And we do 
need to solve the pension prob¬ 
lem. But the money problem 
ought not to be so mixed with 
the pension problem as to spoil 
the sane solution of both. 

“Stamp scrip has its rightful 
place as emergency money 
whenever there is a money fam¬ 
ine, or large-scale hoarding. And 
the whole money problem still 
cries out for solution in order 
to protect us against great booms 
and depressions in the future. 

“But this California craze 
cannot solve either problem. It 
has so far only taken money 
from the aged, just as did 
Townsendism. It cannot pay 
that money back.”

THE AVERTED WAR 

To the Editor: While Europe, 
and all the world, may well re¬ 
joice that war has been at least 
temporarily averted by the treaty 
at Munich by Hitler, Mussolini, 
France and Great Britain, yet 
Czechoslovakaia and the princi¬ 
ples of democracy are paying a 
heavy penalty. 

That Hitler chose the Sudeten 
area to be appropriated does not 
encourage faith in continued 
peace or in the perpetuity of dem¬ 
ocratic governments in Europe. 

There are thre areas adja¬ 
cent to Germany inhabited by Ger¬ 
man speaking peoples: (1) the 
Polish corridor; (2) the Austrian 
Tyrol, and (3) Sudetenland 

The Polish area is not only in¬ 
habited by Germans, but prior to 
1919 was part of Germany, and in 
Prussia, at that. Clearly, there 
were weightier reasons for the re¬ 
taking of that territory. 

In the Tyrol region, now part 
of Italy, but formerly German- 
speaking Austria, the Germans 
under Mus.soIini are denied the 
right to continue use of the Ger¬ 
man language, or to teach Ger¬ 
man in the schools, or to follow 
their German customs. Next to 
the Polish corridor, the Tyrol 
might reasonably be the object of 
German conquest. 

The Sudetenland area was not 
part of Germany. For about 300 
years it was embraced in the Aus¬ 
trian empire, and previously for 
centuries was part of the king¬ 
dom of Bohemia. 

The Germans in Czechoslovakia 
have continued to speak the Ger¬ 
man language, to teach German 
in their schools, to pursue their 
German customs, to enjoy relig¬ 
ious freedom, and to elect their 
own representatives. Of the three 
German .speaking regions, obvious¬ 
ly there were the least impor¬ 
tant racial reasons for Germany 
to have designs upon Sudetenland. 

The asserted purpose of Hitler 
to “free” the Sudeten Germans, 
already enjoying liberties and 
privileges of which Germans in 
Poland and Italy have been de¬ 
spoiled, was manifestly a mere 
subterfuge; unless we a.ssume that 
it is a ble.ssing to be deprived of 
free speech, free press, religious 
freedom, racial freedom, intellect¬ 
ual freedom, and the right to vote 
in a representative form of gov¬ 
ernment. 

That Czechoslovakia is a small¬ 
er and weaker nation than Po¬ 
land or Italy was no doubt con¬ 
sidered; but evidently there were 
two larger considerations which 
actuated Hitler: first, beyond the 
Austrian Tyrol and beyond the 
Polish corridor there was no cov¬ 
eted territory; whereas in addi¬ 
tion to and beyond Czechoslovakia 
and its resources are the indus¬ 
tries, mines, oil and agricultural 
wealth of Roumania and the 
Ukrain regions; and second, the 
Germans in the Tyrol and Poland 
were already under dictatorships, 
while the Germans in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia had the privileges accord¬ 
ed by a republic, and Hitler's ven¬ 
geance was directed against dem¬ 
ocratic rather than totalitarian 
states. 

Incidentally, it may not be over¬ 
looked that despised and ignored 
Russia remained faithful to her 
commitments, and guaranteed that 
the Red army would march to the 
aid of Czechoslovakia—not mere¬ 
ly after dismemberment and if 
its future security were then 
threatened, but in defense of the 
republic as It stands. 

While it has been the custom 
recently to ask and consider: 
“Will there be a war?” it should 
be recalled that the three wag¬ 
ing war on foreign peoples in for¬ 
eign territory where they have no 
legal or moral rights—Italy and 
Germany in Spain, and Japan in 
China; and that three Fascist- 
Nazi armed revolutions have re¬ 
cently been attempted in Ameri¬ 
ca: in Brazil, Argentine and Chill. 

In conclusion, I venture to as¬ 
sert that the Germany which the 
verdict of history will approve, 
will not be the Germany of Hitler 
dictatorship, persecution and poi¬ 
son gas, of tanks, machine guns, 
war planes, and heavy artillery, or 
the Germany making war upon 
democracies; but instead the Ger¬ 
many of science and invention, of 
philosophy, literature and music, 
of industry and thrift, and the 
Germany of religious, racial and 
intellectual freedom.
